January when Col, Roller received an important missal from the 


Governor of Virginia. 


Recognizing Col. Roller’s sixty years of teach- 


ing and fifty years service as principal at one of the South’s leading 
military preparatory schools, Governor J. Lindsay Almond bestowed 
upon Col. Roller the well deserved rank of Brigadier General in the 


Virginia State Guard. 

In an informal yet, stirring cere- 
mony, Major Chas. L, Stark, Pro- 
fessor of Military Science and 
Tactics at the Academy, read the 
citation from Virginia’s Governor 
in the Mess Hall before the en- 
tire corps of cadets, faculty offic- 
ers, and Mrs. Chas. S. Roller, Jr., 
Mrs. Samuel S. Wales, and Mrs. 
M. Harris Livick. After the cita- 
tion had been read, Mrs. Livick, 
granddaughter of the Colonel, 
pinned the new stars on the Gen- 
eral’s shoulders and then honored 
him with the highest accclade of 
all, The roar of approval 
from the 550 spectators was proof,

indeed, that everyone assembled 
felt that the Governor had honor- 
ed their beloved principal with an 
honor which was justly due him. 

Gen. Roller, graduating from 
V.M.I. in 1901, returned to his 
prep school alma mater after brief 
periods at V.M.I., Washington and 
Lee University and Furman. From 
a school of 150, Gen. Roller has 
seen his work bring boys from all 
parts of the country and from for- 
eign countries to go to school un- 
der the “Big Boy”. Now with a 
corps of over 500 boys, a faculty 
of 50, and with buildings constant- 
ly being enlarged and improved, 
the General is looking forward to 
1960-61 as another step forward 
in the progress which AMA has 
seen each year while he has been

This is the last issue of THE 


going to try my castillian farewell.
